Exchange Application Number E3?69 (35-9798), in the name of Kirk S. Langford, was
filed on April 25,1994, to exchange 2.0 acre-feet of water as evidenced by
Contract wjth l,leber Basin Water Conservancy Distrjct under Water Right Numbers
35-7395 (A10989) and 35-827 (A27608). The 2.0 acre-feet of water is to be
released into the 0gden River and, in lieu thereof,2.0 acre-feet of water will
be diverted from a eight inch well, 100 feet to 400 feet deep, located South 1600
feet and West 600 feet from the NE Corner of Section 35, T7N, RlE, SLB&M, and
used for the irrigation of 0.50 acres, the stockwatering of two head of
livestock, and the domestic purposes of one fam'ily.

The application was advertised 'in The Oqden Standard-Examiner from May 12,1994,
to May 26, 1994, and was not protested.

It appears that th'is exchange can be made provided certajn precautions are
observed.

I t 'i s , therefore, 0RDERED and Exchange Appl 'icat'ion Number E3269 (35-9798) j s
hereby APPROVED subject to prior rjghts and the following conditions:

l) The bas'is for this exchange right is a contract between
the appl icant and Weber Basjn Water Conservancy
D'istri ct . Thi s contract must be ma'intai ned for thi s
exc'hange to remain val jd. No water may be w'ithdrawn
from the well if a contract is not 'in effect.

2) Total diversion under thjs exchange applicatjon for all
uses appf ied for js ljmited to 2.0 acre-feet of water
per year. These uses are limited to the domestic needs
of one family, irrigation of 0.5 acres and stockwatering
of two livestock. For the purpose of regulating this
exchange, the appl icant shal I instal I a permanent
totalizing meter to measure withdrawals from the well,
which meter shall be available for inspection by the
commissjoner of the Weber River at any reasonable time.

3 ) The water bei ng exchanged shal I be rel eased from
Pineview Reservo'ir jnto the Ogden River as called for by
the ri ver comm'i ss i oner.

4) Under the authority of Section 73-3-20 of the Utah Code, the
applicant is required to submit a proof djversjon and benefjcial use
of water upon 60 days notjfication by the State Engineer. The proof
shall be'in the same form and contain the same elements as required
for appropriation or permanent change of water under Sect'ion 73-3-16
of the Utah Code Annotated.
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Th'is Decision is subject to the provisions of Rule R655-6-17 of the Djv.ision of
!9!.. Rights and to Sections 63-46b-13 and 73-3-14 of the Utah Code Annotaied,
1953' which provide for fifing either a Request for Reconsideration with th;
State Engineer or an gppea'l with the appropriate Distrjct Court. A Request for
Reconsideration must be filed with the State Engineer withjn 20 days of'the dateof this Decision. However, a Request for Reconsideration'is not i prerequisite
to filing a court appeal. A court appeal must be fjled w'ithjn 30 days afder the
date of this Decision, or if a Request for Reconsideratjon has been fj1ed, within
30 days after the. date the Request for Reconsideration is denied. A Request for
Reconsideration js considered denied when no action js taken 20 days after the
Request is filed.
